This  clause  shall  take  precedence  over  any  references  to  snrface  operations  contained  within  the  preprinted  portion  ot  this 
lease. 

This  lease  also  covers  and  includes,  in  addition  to  that  above  described.  aB  land,  if  any,  contiguous  or  adjacent  to  or  adjoining  the  lard  above 
described  and  {a)  owned  or  claimed  by  Lessor  by  imitation,  prescription,  possession,  reversion,  after-acqijred  titte  or  unrecorded  instrument  or  (0) 
as  to  which  Lessor  has  a  preference  right  of  acquisition.  Lessor  agrees  to  execute  any  suoplemental  instrument  requested  by  Lessee  for  a  more 
complete  or  accurate  description  of  sakfland.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  amount  of  any  bonus  or  other  payment  hereunder  said  land  shall 
be  deemed  to  contain  0.286  acres,  whether  actually  containing  more  orless,  and  the  above  recital  of  acreage  in  any  tract  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  the  true  acreage  thereof.  Lessor  accepts  the  bonus  as  lump  sum  consideration  for  this  lease  and  all  rights  and  options  hereunder. 

2.  Unless  sooner  terminated  or  longer  kept  in  force  under  other  provisions  hereof,  this  lease  shall  remain  in  force  for  a  term  of  3  .years 
from  the  date  hereof,  hereinafter  called  "primary  term,"  and  as  long  thereafter  as  operations,  as  hereinafter  defined,  are  conducted  upon  said  land 
with  no  cessation  for  more  than  ninety  (90)  consecutive  days. 

Lessee  covenants  and  agrees:  (a)  To  deliver  to  the  credit  of  Lessor,  in  the  pipe  line  to  which  Lessee  may  connect  its  wells,  the 
equal  25%  part  of  all  ofl  produced  and  saved  by  Lessee  from  said  land,  or  from  time  to  time,  at  the  option  of  Lessee,  to  pay  Lessor  the  average 
pretedrr^eTpnce  of  such  25%  part  of  such  oil  at  the  wells  as  of  the  day  it  is  run  to  the  pipe  line  or  storage  tanks,  Lessors  interest,  in  either 
case,  to  bear  25%  of  the  cost  of  treating  oil  to  render  it  marketable  pipe  line  oil;  (b)  To  pay  Lessor  on  gas  and  casinghead  gas  produced  from 
said  (and  (1 )  when  sold  by  Lessee  25%  of  the  amount  realized  by  Lessee,  computed  at  the  mouth  of  the  well,  or  (2jwfien  used  by  Lessee  off 
said  land  or  in  the  manufacture  of  gasoline  or  other  products,  the  market  value,  at  the  mouth  of  the  well  of  25%  of  such  gas  and  casinghead  gas; 
(c)  To  pay  Lessor  on  all  other  minerals  mined  and  marketed  or  utilized  by  Lessee  from  said  land,  onejlenth  either  in  kind  or  value  at  the  weff  or  mine  at 
Lessee^  election,  except  that  on  sulphur  mined  and  marketed  the  royalty  snal  be  one  dollar  ($1.00)  per  long  ton.  If,  at  the  expiration  of  the 
primary  term  or  at  any  time  or  times  thereafter,  there  is  any  well  on  said  land  or  on  lands  with  which  said  land  or  any  portion  thereof  has  been 
pooled,  capable  of  producing  oil  or  gas,  and  all  such  wells  are  shut-in,  this  lease  shall,  nevertheless,  continue  in  force  as  though  operations 
were  being  conducted  on  said  land  for  so  long  as  said  wells  are  shut-in,  and  thereafter  this  lease  may  be  continued  in  force  as  if  no  shut-in  had 
occurred.  Lessee  covenants  and  agrees  to  use  reasonable  diligence  to  produce,  utilize,  or  market  the  minerals  capable  of  bang  produced  from 
said  wells,  but  in  the  exercise  of  such  diligence,  Lessee  shall  not/be  obligated  to  install  or  furnish  fadlities  other  than  wefl  faaBties  ordinary  lease 
facilities  of  flow  lines,  separator,  and  lease  tank,  and  snal"  not  be  requred  to  settle  labor  trouble  or  to  market  gas  upon  terms  unacceptable  to 
Lessee.

Lessee  may, 
inlieu  of  any  other  method  of  payment  herein  provided,  pay  or  tender  such  shut-in  royalty,  In  the  manner  above  specified,  either  jointly  to  such 
parties  or  separately  to  each  in  accordance  with  their  respective  ownerships  thereof,  as  Lessee  may  elect.  Any  payment  hereunder  may  be  made 
by  check  or  draft  of  Lessee  deposited  in  the  mail  or  delivered  to  the  party  entitled  to  receive  payment  or  to  a  depository  bank  provided  for  above  on 
or  before  the  last  date  for  payment  Nothing  herein  shall  impair  Lessee's  right  to  release  as  provided  in  paragraph  5  hereof.  In  the  event  of 
assignment  of  this  lease  in  whole  or  in  part,  Bawity  for  payment  hereunder  shall  rest  exclusively  on  the  then  owner  or  owners  of  this  lease,  severally 
as  to  acreage  owned  by  each. 

4.  Lessee  is  hereby  granted  the  right,  at  its  option,  to  pool  or  unitize  any  land  covered  by  this  lease  with  any  other  land  covered  by  this  (ease, 
and/or  with  any  other  land,  lease,  or  leases,  as  to  any  or  all  minerals  or  horizons,  so  as  to  establish  units  containing  not  more  than  80  surface  acres, 
plus  10%  acreage  tolerance;  provided,  however,  units  may  be  established  as  to  any  one  or  more  horizons,  or  existing  units  may  be  enlarged  as  to 
any  one  or  more  horizons,  so  as  to  contain  not  more  than  640  surface  acres  plus  1 0%  acreage  tolerance,  if  Smited  to  one  or  more  of  the  following; 
(1 )  gas,  other  than  casinghead  gas,  (2)  liquid  hydrocarbons  (condensate)  which  are  not  liquids  in  the  subsurface  reservoir,  (3)  minerals  produced 
from  wells  classified  as  gas  wells  by  the  conservation  agency  having  jurisdiction.  If  larger  units  than  any  of  those  herein  permitted,  either  at  the 
time  established,  or  after  enlargement,  are  permitted  or  required  under  any  governmental  rule  or  order  for  the  drilling  or  operation  of  a  well  at  a 
regular  location,  or  for  obtaining  maximum  allowable  from  any  well  to  be  dnlted,  drilling,  or  already  drilled,  any  such  unit  may  be  established  or 
enlarged  to  conform  to  the  size  permitted  or  required  by  such  governmental  order  or  rule.
